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ABOUT 


A large number of the periodicals 
published today are important sour- 
ces of factual information. In the 
fields of science, economics and 
technology especially, new subjects 
and discoveries are often covered by 
periodical articles before books are 
written about them. 

A simple example will illustrate 
this a reader seeking information 
about a new car. The answer will be 


readily available in Auto-car or Car. 


For this reason the Library Ser- 
vice arranges for the supply of 
periodicals to all public libraries, 
though not to depots. 

To simplify the allocation of 
periodicals, the following formula 
has been drawn up. Each library re- 
ceives a minimum of five, and an ad- 
ditional title for each two hundred 
inhabitants. In other words a town 
with a population of 1000 is en- 
titled to ten periodicals. 

When a library becomes affiliated 
to the Service, the Regional Libra- 
rian supplies the local committee 
with copies of our Selected List of 
Periodicals This List is not com- 
prehensive but its purpose is to 
serve as a guide in the choice of 
It is divided into 
subject groups of titles, for ex- 
ample Fine Arts, Science, Geography, 
Travel, From this List the 
smaller libraries will be able to 
obtain a balanced and effective 
selection.

The district itself was proclaimed

Unfortunately no minutes are to be 
found for the early days of the old 
Book Society, the predecessor of the 
present Public Library, but it is 
probable that Francis William Reitz 
(father of President Reitz) and Dr.

plained. Dr. Rothmann in an article 
in South African Libraries says:-

The next five years were years of 
depression and retrogression in 
Swellendam, years in which the 


library was in the complete doldrums. 


In 1870 steps were taken to improve 
matters and we find a statement by 
the Rev. William Bramley: "it ap- 
pears... that no appointment of a 
committee is notified and that the 
library has been without anyone 
responsible for its arrangement 
Since the appointment of the com- 
mittee in 1865". On the 19th August 
1870, a meeting was held "to con- 
sider what steps it was desirable to 
take for reviving the Library". A 
committee was appointed to "find out 
the exact state of the Library, as 
to books, funds, etc". <A librarian 
was appointed at ten shillings per 
month, and all looked set for pros-— 
perity. But the revival was short-— 
lived, for after one year things 
died down again, and in 1875 we find 
a meeting convened "to consider 
what steps be taken to restore the 


institution to a state of éfficiency". 


From this date the library took on 
a new lease of life. 
tution was drawn up, a librarian was 


A new consti- 


appointed at £25 p.a. The meagre 
funds were greatly helped by a 
Government subsidy which was granted 
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from 1876, and though the library 
still had some difficulties, it was 
not again forced to close its doors. 


LIBRARIANS 


The meetings of the next few years 
seem to have been confined largely 
to the appointment of librarians. 
However, in 1879 they appointed a 
woman for the first time, Miss Mar- 
garet Fairbairn, and from then on- 
wards their troubles in this direc- 
tion were over. For the first time 
in 1880 they passed a vote of thanks 
to the librarian. On Miss Fair- 
bairn's death in 1888, Miss Hllen 
Coldrey became librarian and from 
that day to this they have had but 
two librarians. Miss Coldrey served 
the institution long and faithfully, 
till ill-health forced her to resign 
in December 1931. 
she was made a life-member of the 
Library, a privilege she only enjoy-— 
ed for a few months before her death 
in 19384. Her tradition is being 
carried on by the present librarian, 
Miss. A. Murray, who has been stand-— 
ing behind the issue desk since 
January 19382. 

With Miss Coldrey as librarian the 
institution made steady progress, 
to such an extent that in 1902 we 
find the first talk of extending the 
building. At that time the library 
was housed in a small building on 
the Church square, but the larger 
bookstock was demanding larger pre- 
mises, and with more funds at their 
disposal the committee had all but 
decided to extend, when Dr. A. Whyte 
and Mr. William Fullard offered 
ground on which to build a new 


Two years later 
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library. The offer was accepted, an 
anonymous architect donated "plans 
with excellent specifications" and 
on 15th June, 1907 the new building 
was officially opened by the Colo- 
nial Secretary, Colonel Crewe. This 
building still houses the present 
library. With these donations in 
mind it is perhaps=-no wonder that in 
19384 the Secretary said: "The gene- 
ration of donors is fast-dying out". 


CHILDREN 


It is evident that in the early 
days little or no attention was paid 
to children, so much so that the 
question of allowing juvenile men- 
bers at a reduced subscription 
caused one of the heated battles of 
the day. At a meeting held on 5%h 
Oktober, 1883 a member proposed 
"that young men under 21 years of 
age be allowed to take out one book 
at a time, with a subscription of 
5/-". On the adoption of the pro- 
posal the Chairman resigned. The 
resolution was rescinded but the 
damage was done, and the "chairman 
and others" left. Those remaining 
expressed "their regret that any- 
thing had happened at the meeting to 
cause unpleasantness to any of the 
members". Fifty years later there 
was vast improvement; as encourage-— 
ment to children to use the library 
two free memberships were presented 
to the Primary School and four to 
the High School. In this connection 
the Swellendam Library has never 
looked back for to-day its Children's 
room is a continual hive of activity. 

As with all such institutions it 
has relied heavily on the stalwarts 
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to bring it to what it is. Perhaps 
the names that are really most 
famous in its history are Dr. Wil- 
liam Robertson; 
ley, Secretary for eighteen years; 
Mr. Garlake; Dr.. Whyte and Mr. W.D. 
Ackermann, Secretary for thirteen 
years. Everyone reading the minutes 
and reports drawn up by the latter 
must wish that they had been present

THINKING ABOUT BOOK SELECTION 


Book selection has been called 
both an art and a science and the 
librarian’s aim must always be to 
combine both approaches. A country 
like South Africa, geographically 
detached from the main streams of 
developing Western thought, must 
guard against the dangers of in- 
sularity, even in this age of fast 
communications. Libraries, offering 
a wide range of books many of which 
may not appear in local shops, are 
indispensible weapons. 

There are some golden rules under- 
lying book selection, and I think 
the first one is that there should 
be books available on all sides of 
every controversial question. 

Then, too, there must be continual 
awareness of the type of community 
for whom one is buying the books. A 
complete social survey covering, for 
example, age and sex distribution, 
occupations, local industries and 
leisure-time activities is the ideal 


basic tool for this purpose. With- 
out it, the librarian must study his 
actual and potential public as 
systematically and intelligently as 
possible. 

There is also a delicate balance 
to be maintained between giving the 
public what they want, although it 
is of poor quality, and giving them 
what they ought to want. Issue 
statistics are useful, within limits 
in interpreting public interest, but 
there may be many reasons why a sub-— 
ject ceases to be popular in a small 
town. Perhaps insufficient books 
are available, they may be out of 
date or unattractive, or those in- 
terested may simply have read them 
all. 

Exclusively "Bestseller" and "New 
Book" readers are depressingly 
numerous and impatient. It is here 
that the local librarian can do a 
great deal of good in combating the 
disease both by his general attitude, 
and by recommended doses of alterna- 
tives.

STELLENBOSCH : 


Considerable activity is going on 
behind the scenes in some of the Re- 
gion’s centres. 

The library at Somerset West was 
closed during January while the re- 
organising team worked on the book-— 





stock of approximately 12,000 books, 
and various alterations were made to 
the library building About 5,000 
Provincial Library books were pre- 
pared for addition to the existing 
bookstock, and the library was open- 
ed on the ist February 

At Kleinmond the committee have 
been working hard supervising the 
alterations to the accommodation, 
the making of the shelves etc., and 
they should be ready to receive 
their books during March 

After considerable delay in the 
making of the shelves and furniture, 
preparatory work at Greyton is near- 
ing completion, and it is hoped that 
service to the library will be 
started early in the year 

Another centre which will be ready 
to receive their books early in the 
year is Kuils River’s Jan Kriel 
School for Epileptics. In spite of 
the proximity of the Kuils River Pu- 
blic Library, it is felt that this 
school justly warrants a separate 
depot which will supplement and en- 
large their small existing library, 
and serve both pupils and staff. 

Hermanus, with a central building 
site in mind, have approached the 
C.P.L.S. for some examples of libra- 
ry plans to act as guides for their 
proposed new library, but have not 
yet applied for membership. 


NON-EUROPEAN DEPOTS 
Stellenbosch are progressing with 


their scheme to erect a large Non- 
European library. 


An application for membership by 
the Wellington Non-European com- 
munity has been approved. 


The only 
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accommodation available at present 
is a small room in the house of the 
secretary to the library committee, 
but the Council have voted £100 
during 1958 towards the library 
scheme, and it is hoped that in time 
more spacious accommodation will be 
procurable. 

The Non-European library depot at 
Sarepta, Kuils River, is proving 
most successful, as indicated by 
their increasing membership and book 
circulation. So much so, that the 
Council has made available to them 
an extra room to provide space for a 
few extra shelves, and additional 
space to serve as a reading room. 
Since depots are not provided with 
newspapers or periodicals by the 
C.P.L.S., the committee are con- 
sidering subscribing to a few news-— 
papers for general use. 

Although their application forms 
have not yet been received, the 
Non-European community in Temperance 
Township, Gordon’s Bay, are keen to 
have a library depot; and it is 
hoped to commence service to them 
in the already available accommoda— 
tion once the Wellington and Stel- 
lenbosch centres have been establish-— 
ed
